Urgent Cases to Come First.

Names Other Examiners.

STATUS OF ALIENS TURBULENT LEAGUE 
AT SPRING ELECTION 


UNDER DISCUSSION 


Election Commissioners and 
Representatives of Politi- 
cal Parties Undecided on 
Effect of Amendment. 


The: question of whether an 
amendment to the State Constitution 
adopted last November will prevent 
the voting at the spring municipal 
election of aliens who have filed 
declarations of intention to become 
citizens was discussed yesterday 
during a conference of members of 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers and representatives of the Re- 
publican, Democratic and American 
Labor party organizations. 

At least 25,000 aliens in St. Louis 
have been voting in St. Louis be- 
cause they have filed such declara- 
tion, generally called their first pa- 
it was estimated by Miss 
clerk of the 
Election Board. 

Prior to adoption of the contsitu- 
tional amendment last Novembe;, 
voting on first papers was author- 
ized by section 2 of article 8 of the 
Constitution, which read, in part, «s 
follows: “Every male citizen of the 
United States, and every male person 
of foreign birth who may have de- 
clared his intention to become a 
titizen of the United States, accord- 
ing to law, not less than one year 
nor more then five years before fs 
offers to vote, who is over the age 
of 21 years, possessing the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections by the people.’ 

Amended Section. 

As amendetl the section reads, in 
part: “BEyvery citizen of the United 
States, wlo is over the age of 21 
years, possessing the following qual- 
ifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections by the people.’ 

The caption- on-the ballot at the 
November election did not mention 
the fact that voting on first papers 
was barred by the amendment, 
which was proposal No. 2. designat- 
ed in the caption as providing for 
eliminating the word “male” froin 
the requiremints of voters so that 
the Constitution would conform with 
the wational suffrage amendment. 

Although the Post-Dispatch, in a 
news story from Jefferson City, pub- 
lished Dec. 11, pointed out the ef- 


fects of the amendment upon aliens, 


the St. Louis Election Board did not 
officially consider the matter until 
xbout two weeks ago, when request- 
ed to give information as to whether 
an alien woman could vote on her 
first papers. 

Attorney-General’s Ruling. 

The board asked for an opinion 
from the Attorney-General, who re- 
plied that his understanding of the 
amendment was that it prohibited 
aliens from voting on first papers. 

The board then issued instructions 
to election judges and clerks, who 
will act as a Registry Board on Fe». 
22, the date for registration for the 
primary, March 9, and the election, 
April 3, to refuse to permit registra- 
tion of aliens who have their first 
papers. } 

This action caused much comment 
among organization politicians and

Opinion Validity of Bonds Voted

OF AMERICAN NATIONS 


President of Uruguay to Lay 
Proposition Befare Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress Next Month. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
MONTEVIDEO, Feb. 10.—Presi- | 


dent Baltasar Brum of Uruguay to- 
day made public the plan for an as- 


sociation of American nations which 
the Uruguayan delegation is to lay 
before the Pan-American Congress 
at Santiago, Chile, next month. 

The proposed statues would admit 
to membership not only the sov- 
ereign States of the American con- 
tinent,. but also the islands and‘ | 
territories of the continent depend- | 
ing politically upon countries situ- 
aied on other continents, provided 
they have their own diplomatic rep- 
resentative in at least one Amer- 
ican country and expressly declare 
they are in a position to carry out 
and enforce the obligations inherent 
in the formation of the association. 

The plan sets forth that the asso- 
ciation considers dangerous to 
peace and its own security any at- 
tempt by any nation of another con- 
tinent to extend its domination, 
either in the form of colonization, 
mandate or protectorate, to any re- 
gion of the American hemisphere. 
Also any infringement of the rigats 
of a member by a country situated 
on another continent would be tak- 
en up by the asociation. 

The association -would adopt 
measures to prevent any war which 
would affect, directly or indirectly, 
any of its members. 

Proposed Obligations. 
The members of the association 


would have the following obliga- 
tions: 
First, to fulfill the resolutions of 


the council and assemply. 

Second, to respect the territoria! 
and political integrity of the othor 
eesociated nations, obligating them- 
selves not to go to war until three 
months after the pronouncement of 
an arbitration award. 

Third, to prohibit the sale or ex- 
pert of arms or munitions of war to 
a private person. 

Fourth, to prevent the transit f 
arms and munitions which are not 
destined for Governments. | 

Fifth, to assure liberty of traffic 
and transit. 

The project establishes that if «n 
associated or non-associated coun- 
try should refuse in case of conflict 
tu obéy decisions adverse to it or 
should refuse pacific solutions, pre- 
ferring to impose its will by force, 
the association would break diplo- 
matic, commercial and financial re- 
lations with that country, and also 
prevent ite holding relations with 
the associated nations.

On Nov. 20, 1922, Grady Skipworth was killed in 
Cameron Park and his body thrown from a bluff 
known as Lovers’ Leap. Miss Naomi Boucher, 
with whom he had been riding, was held pris- 
oner for several hours and then she, too, was 
thrown over the cliff. She rolled down the steep 
slope until her skirt caught on a shrub. She freed 
herself and made her way home, reaching there 
at o:30 a.m. The negro left the scene in Skip- 
worth’s automobile and it was found the follow- 
ing day two miles from Waco.

There were now three separate arms ofthe law 
employed on the series of murders—the. county 
authorities, led by the Sheriff; the city pouce aua 
detective force, and the Rangers, whose police 
powers are state wide. Miss Poucher said her as- 
sailant was “a yellow negro with gold in his 
teeth.” 

Ivory Clay, who answered this description, was 
arrested more than a month later, and Miss 
Boucher identified him as the slayer of her com- 
panion. He was committed to jail, with a strong 
guard, but investigations were continued. Capt. 
Shoemate made discoveries which le_@ him to be- 
lieve that brothers of Miss Boucher had killed 
Grady and he caused their arrest. Naomi Bouch- 
er Was arrested as an accomplice. 


While this case was engrossing publi¢ attentior 
there occurred an attack which is known to the 
police as “‘the South Waco case.” No account of 
it was printed, at the request of investigators. 
This happened Dec. 10, when a man and a 
woman were riding on the extension of South 
Twelfth street. A negro armed with a shotgun 
stepped to the runboard of the car. The woman 
was driving. The negro put the muzzle of the 
gun against her head and commanded her to stop 
the car.

Mitchell Committed 


O DIRECT evidence was found by 

Sheriff Stegall or his deputtes to con- 

nect Roy Mitchell with the murder of 
Harrell Bolton six miles east of Waco on the 
night of May 25, 1922.

~ Bowes-lLiyon in the spring, their first days of 
‘wedded life will be spent in the famous and 
storied old palace in Forfarshire which for hun- 
dreds of years has been a possession of the pros- 
 pective bride’s ancestors, the Earls of Strath- 
more. 
_ Lady Elizabeth, who is the youngest unmarried 
daughter of the fourteenth Ear! of Strathmore. 
premier peer of Scotland, has spent much of her 
life In and about the celebrated Glamis strong- 
hold, famed in legend and literature, but just 
how many of its strange secrets have been re- 
vealed to her by her father is problematical. 
Strict has been the family guard kept over these 
mysteries for generations and generations, the ex- 
planation of the uncanny secret chamber and its 
horrible occupant being passed on down the line 
of Haris from father to eldest son only.

in Shakspeare’s day legends connected with the 
locality were already old and some declare the 
witch scenes of “Macbeth” embody the uncanni- 
ness of the spot in the chant of the three weird 
sisters:

Thus the ghost lore of Glamis has circulated 
far and wide, but the mystery of the flesh-and- 
blood monster that is supposed to lurk fn some 
hidden chamber of the palace has been kept a 
guarded one, and ft is in this that the British 
public—which takes the stories of ghosts in its 
old castles most serfously—is most interested and 
has been most interested for generations. Whether 
this being or apparition or whatever it is lives 
indefinitely or whether others come to haunt the 
place, relieving former occupants, is another un 
solvd problem. Occasionally, in spite of the secrec; 
thrown about the strange inhabitant, some gossip

claim to have encountered the monster and testify, 
to the fact that it is of tremendous size and fe-

Not only has the dread of the place permeated 
the immediate neighborhood. It has spread over 
the farthest reaches of the British Isles to the 
extent that all attempts to sell or rent out the 
castle have met with startling results, if they 
may be said to be results at all. Once during the 
war an offer was made to sell the estate at an 
enormous sacrifice." Not one bidder responded. 
Then it was advertised for lease. Not one in- 
quirer called to inspect it or to bargain for terms. 


| No Native Will Spend Night There 


As for the natives of the countryside, not one 
could be induced to remain over night within 
those solemn walls, and household help is at a 
premium in Glamis Castle, and it must all be im- 
ported from London or other remote parts of the 
British lgles. The people about the place for gen- 
erations have been convinced that the building fs 
near the borderland between this world and the 
beyond—a bridge, as it were, over which beings 
from “heaven above or hell beneath” might pass 
or be dragged into the one or the other. The weird 
sounds, the sinister rappings and despairing 
moans that are said to echo from the subterra- 
nean passages are wails heard from the “other 
side,” they believe, wails that just sift through 
the veil that here separates earth and the region 
fnhabited by the elves. 

It seems that Glamis Castle's reputation as a 
house of apparitions {s an ancient one. Back as 
far as 1794 Sir Walter Scott, solemn and schol- 
arly, was terrified by the weirdness of the place. 
After spending a night there, he wrote in his 
“Letters on Demonology atid Witchcraft,” that 
the very atmosphere inspired an eerie feeling and 
that although he saw nothing that could be con- 
Strued as supernatural, he more than once was 
seized with sensations that set him quivering with 
gooseflesh. It was indescribable, but terrible, he 
declared. It may have been only Sir Walter's 
vivid imagination, but be did not think so. Even 


rocity. Their impressions of what it really is have 
been, in most cases, exceedingly vague. 


No More Than Two Know Secret 


What is the strange inhabitant or inhabitants? 
That is the question. 

Tradition ehas it that somewhere within the 
labyrinth of walls and subterranean passages is 
a secret chamber which for hundreds of years 
has hidden some shameful thing, some half-hu- 
man monstrosity which was born to the Strath-

and it is this that has inspired many attempts of 


curfous ones to unravel the mystery, only to 


meet with failure and with the resentment of the 


Strathmores. 


Once, it is said, friends of the late Lord Strath- 
more, grandfather of the girl who is soon to 
marry the Duke of York, begged him to reveal 
the secret. At first he urged them not to press 
him for information. Then he solemnly ex- 
claimed: 


“If you could guess the terrible nature of the 
mystery, you would go down on your knees and 
thank God that you were i{cnorant of {t.”’

First of all his screen sweethearts, according 
to the Photoplay Magazine, was Edna Purviance.
